THE LABOUR PARTY HAS DECIDED, IN VIEW OF THE GRAVITY GF THE 
WAR SITUATION AS AFFECTING AUSTRALIA, THAT IT IS ESSENTIAL FOR THE 
PRIME MINISTER (MR. R. G. MENZIES) TO REMAIN IN AUSTRALIA FOR DIRECT- 
ING THE ADMINISTRATION AND ORGANISATION OF THE TOTAL WAR EFFORT, 


says a Reuter report from Melbourne. 


It was resolved that arrangements will be made with the British Government for 
a Commonwealth representation in England to ensure that the Australian viewpoint on 


war policy is constantly before the British War Cabinet. 


There were only three dissentients in Labour’s decision. 
THE GOVERNMENT PARTIES, AT.A MEETING, ENDORSED THE UNANIMOUS 
CABINET PROPOSAL THAT MR. MENZIES SHOULD DEPART FOR LONDON. 


It is considered likely that the Labour resolution will force the Government to 
seek a representation in London in addition to Mr. Stanley Bruce, High Commissioner, 
despite Mr. Menzies’ view that a representation other than a Prime Ministerial repre- 


sentation is useless. 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S SON’S 
TRIBUTE TO PREMIER: 


“FOREIGN

CAPTAIN ELLIOTT ROOSEVELT, second son of the 
United States President, told a Press conference in Lon- 
don that he was here on a mission connected with the 


United States Air Force. 


He expects to be in London 


until the middle of next week, says Reuter. 


Asked whether the Chur- 
chill-Roosevelt meeting had 
brought the war closer to the 
United States, he said: “May- 
be it won’t be the United 
States, but some foreign 
Power which will force us 
into war.” 

He believed that United States 
ships would defend themselves 
if they were attacked. 

“There is very great confidence 
throughout all the branches of 
the United States services in 
Britain’s ultimate success,” he 
detlared. 

Referring to the feeling in some 
parts of America that since Russia 
had entered the war, both Britain 
and America had slowed down in 
production, possibly owing to a 
feeling of complacency, he said, “I 
have not found that as marked as 
I had been given to: expect.” 

He told the conference that he 
was, present at the Churchill- 
Roosevelt Atlantic meeting which 
“afforded both statesmen .the op- 
portunity to arrive at a complete 
understanding of each other's 
minds and how they worked, and 
to facilitate their discusslons in 
future, 

_ “I.do hot, know if they, wil be 
meeting again. soon.” 


“There is no doubt,” he 
added, “that Mr. Churchill is 
one of our great leaders.” 

He expressed “amazement at the 
spirit of the Brittsh people and 
thetr absolute deep-seated feeling 
that ultimately victory will come 
to this side.” 

From what he had heard, he 
had expected to see virtually 
nothing standing in London, but 
this was very far from being” the 
case, although certdin sections 
had been hard hit. 

Captain Roosevelt, while in Bri- 
tain. is with a United States Air 
Squadron, which sHares an airfield 
with the Canadiah Air Force.

MULES EMPLOYED ALONG BURMA 


ROAD GRANTED 


YEARLY RATION 


OF OPIUM BY THE GOVERNMENT! 


Impressions he had gained on a recent visit to Burma, Malaya 
and the North-West Frontier of India formed the subject of an in- 
teresting address given yesterday before the Hongkong Y’s Men’s 
Club by COMDR. CHOW YING: TSUNG. 


Comdr. Chow spoke. at length on the mule trains and meleteers 
to be encountered in Burma and along the Burma Road and brought 
up the interesting fact that the animals are allowed a yearly ra- 
tion of opium by both the Governments of Burma and Yunnan. 


Evidently, at certain periods of 
the year, the grass that thesc 
beasts thrive upon grows poisonous 
because of the damp brought upon 
it by the rains and the mules have 


to consume opiuin !n sma)! doses | 


to counteract this ‘poison. 
They are allowed from four to 


five ounces per annum, and the. 


muleteers thrive too on what they 
manage to sell of the drug, beside 
being addicted to it themselves. 

The muleteers form a_ society 
apart from anyone to be encoun- 
tered on the Burma Road, and 
have their own customs and man- 
ner of Mving They mix to some 
extent with the people they mect, 
this being necessitated by trade 
relations. 

CHENESE ARMY STORIES 

Storles that have originated of 
a Chinese army in Burma may be 
traced to the large number of 
Yunnanese muleteers who are be- 
ing employed by the British Army 
in "3urma for transport service, 
etc. 

A feature ot Burma, the speaker 
said, were the pagodas. It was 
the life ambition of every Burmese 
to make enough money to con- 
tribute to the building of a pagoda 
before his death, and the pagodas 
are, kept constantly in fine trim 
by contributors who are greatly 
Pleased to pay for the illumina- 
tlon of such a structure for a 
night or two. 

Elephants are another feature 
of Burma, Comdr. Chow asserted, 
and elephant lore is an easy topic 
of conversation. The brutes are 
supposed to be able to run at a 
100 miles an hour, though their 
pace is much more leisurely under 
ordinary circumstances,

For a week tn nightly nation- 
wide broadcasts Look has been 
advertising this feature, which 
has been termed the most bilght- 
ing indictment of Japan yet to 
appear in any American periodical 

My. Abendis jarticle says that, 
broadly speaking, the fact of Herr 
Hitler being a bad neighbor Is the 
cause -of the present chaos in 
Europe, and that Japan’s belng a 
bad neighbor Is responsible for 
the Inevitable drift toward war by 
the United States. Japan is termed 
the prototype of Nazl Germany-- 
“arrogant, greedy, scornful of the 
rights of others, and with the 
temperament of a bully.” 

Listing specific causes for a war 
which he says cannot be avoided, 
Mr. Abend names Japan's viola- 
tion of treatles concerning China, 
and then argucs that even aside 
from ethical reasong the United 
Slates cannot permit Japan to be 
permanently successful in her 
campaigns of aggression and ¢x- 
pansion Success, he forecasts, 
would make Japan so powerful 
within two decades that American 
gfeographical safety would. be 
endangered, “the Japanese tem- 
perament being what it is” 


CANNOT REVERSE 

It 1s now impossible for Japan 
Lo reverse ner policles, the article 
argues, nyt only because of the 
question of “face,” but because no 
appeasement would satisfy 
America and Great Britain which 
did not include the withdrawal of

ers and others was delivered by Mr. Justrce Aitken in the High 


Court, Singapore.

“It appears to me that the

All Aboard 
For S’pore 

With his latést book “All Aboard 
for Bingapore” (published by Angus 
and_Robertson, Ltd., Sydney, avail- 
able locally from Measrs. Kelly and 
Walsh: price $3), Mr. Frank Clune, 
the noted Australian writer, com- 
pletes a travel tri-logy of which 
“Sky-High to Shanghai” and “To 
The Isles of Spice” are the other 
two, s 

“All Aboard for Singapore” is not 
merely a travel book; Mr. Clune’s 
racy narrative style, coupled with 
that flair for rekindling interest in 
the countries and towns he descri- 
beg by recalling their romantic as- 
sociatlongs down the ages, lifts it 
from the mediocrity of travel books 
to the aristocracy of class litera- 
ture. The book, which describes in 


imitable style. a four-day journey 
from Sydney to Singapore (4,676 
miles) by Qantas Empire Alrways, 
serves to redirect attention tu a 
new and more intimate link that 
nas been forged by the presence in 
Malaya of the Australian Imperial 
Force. 


Despite the brevity of his 
visit, Mr. Ciune gives a fairly ac- 
curate picture of Malaya. He how- 
ever, badly trips up when he says 
that the Sultan of Selangor’s pal- 
ace “was glarded by Punjabi sol- 
diers in khaki, tall bronzed men 
with clean shaven faces and alert 
eyes.” The unshaven physiognomy 
of the Punjabi {ts a national 
characteristic of his; Mr. Clune 
was apparently referring to the 
Malay Constabulary. Then again, 
elsewhere he speaks of “dogs and 
children playing naked in the 
dust"—of Singapore! 

It 1s quite amusing to read 
what the author thinks of those 
aspects of Malayan life which 
struck him most. He describes life 
as he seeg it without fear of favour. 
For instance, he wonders whether 
the Sultan of Johore's palace was 
‘not the original of the story of 
| Arabian Nights, but he laments 
that the stair rods of a state room 
brass. How Plebelan, he com- 
ments! 

At a time Hike this when the 
spotlight 1s again focussed on the 
Far East. Mr. Clune’s book acquires 
great topical interest, “Now we arte 
in another war,” he writes, “and 
Singapore is in the boom, in the 
forefront of Australlan thoughts, 
as the uneasy Pactfic swells and 
surges. Raffles'’s outpost ts brought 
nearer to us In the Air Age, and 


soldiers and airmen are garrison 
ing the fortress and its cutposts In 
Malaya.” 


Perhaps the most interesting 
part of hig book js that In which 
he relates a memorable Interview 
he had with Air Chief Marshal 
Sir Robert Brooke-Popham, whom 
he describes as the new C.-in.-C. 
who does not suffer from the 
Maginot mentality, 

To Mr. Clune Sir Robert out- 
lined his task in these words: “The 
British Cabinet has’ Instructed 
me that, in any emergency, there 
will be adequate reinforcements 
and support for the territories un- 
der my command. My instructions 
are to make Singapore as strong 
and as well defended as ig humanly 
possible.”

Many of 
them rise sharply out of the water 
and practically ali of them are 
mountainous. They are all beau~ 
tiful but each has a charm and a 
character of its own. 

The people of the West Indies 
are of diverse fractal origins. 
When they were discovered, the 
Islands were inhabited by two 
Indian tribes—the Caribs and the 
Arawaks. The West Indians of 
today, however, trace their descent 
in the main from European set- 
from Africans which 
were brought from the West Coast 
over a period of centuries, 
descendants of indentured labour- 
ers brought from India in the 
19th and early 20th centuries also 
ferm a large proportion of the 
population jn Trinidad and British 
Guiana.
